CAPITAL PUNISRMENT,

The question of aboliehing caplial
punishment In Nebraskn has ngaln been
brought to public attention, this time by
means of an ferelevant amendment pro-
poxed to a bill providing that executions
shnll tuke place In the penltentiary.
The amendment should have been raled
ot of arder for the renson that it con.
templates loglelation dinmetrieally op-
posed to the principle recognized in the
measure o which It wag proposed.

There are a great many well meaning
people In the world who belleve, con-
golentlonsly, It & not to be doubted, that
socioty hias no mornl right to preseribe
the death penalty for those who commil
eapital erime. The argnmentis of these
prople take a somewhitl narrow range,
thelr olilef contention being that the
principle underlying capital punishiment,
“a life for o Hfe" 1= essentinlly wrong,
whether pricticed by the Individual or
the aggregation of Individnals which we
eall society, amd that the only thing
whileh the community can rightfully do
In dealing with the murderer i to shut
him up i a penttentiary for life. This
vlew I8 sought to be susiained by
varions moral and sentimental consider-
ations, all of them sincerely entertained,
it will not be qguestioned, by the op-
ponents of capital punishment, but at
varlanee with all human experienee and
with the best judgment of mankind In
all nges,

It ought to be o sufficient answer to
those who object to capital punisiment
tlint the entire civilized world Is in ne-
coril ng to the righteousness and the
necessity  of the death  pennlty  for
murider. The greatest statesmen and
jurists and teachers of veligion in the
enlightened notions of the earth are
ngreed, and always  have  been,
that the man who murderonsly
tnkes the life of a fellow being forfeils
his own life and that it is the right and
the duty of soclety to visit upon hilin
the pennlty of death. It Is the only
adequate expintion of the greatest erime
against society, and, moreover, It is the
experience of mankind that it is the
only course by which soclety ean pro-
teet Hself agalnst those of murderous
instinet. Some of the states that have
substituted Hfe imprisonment for capital
punishiment have returned to the latter
after having found that capital erime
incrensed ander the former. It is some-
times urged that life fmprisonment is
really the severer punishment and this
muy be admitted, but it does not have
the deterrent influence of the death
penalty., TIFor the most part people of
murderons instinet fear death, but they
have comparatively little dread of the
prison, from which there 18 always the
possibility of escape or of purdon.

The criminal annals of Nebraska show
that there have been few executions In
proportion to the number of murders
committed. The law is generous to the
murderer. It gives him every oppor-
tunity of defense, the benefit of every
doubt and the advantage of every cir-
cumstanee that ean be shown in his
favor. The rule is that jurvies are dig-
posed to be merciful. The convieted
murderer ecan  appeal to  executive
clemency. If, with all these favoring
conditions, a inan charged with murder
ennnot make n defense that will save
his neck who will siiy that he does not
deserve to die at the hands of the lawful
nuthorities? Nebraska cannot afford to
abolish ecapital punlshment at present.
The time may come when she ean
experiment with life imptisonment, but
it is remote. We shall make no mistnke
by adhering to the principle which has
the approval of all enlightened natlons
and of the wisest men in all ages.

FROM THE LAKES TOTHE SEA.

The legislature of New York has
under conslderation a measure which
contemplates no less a project than
that of connecting the great lakes of
the northwest with the Atlantie ocean
by water. A bill for this purpose, in-
troduced a few days ago, I8 said to be
the same measure for the construction
of o mammoth ship canal that ap-
pearad In congress with Senator Alll-
son of Towa and Representative Dalzell
of Pennsylvanin as its sponsors in the
respective houses. The project is to be
carried out by private enpital and the
company which the bill is intended to
bring into existence allows the issue of
eapltal stock to the amount of §1350,-
000,000, The project is a very com-
prehensive one, embracing the construe-
tion of several canals through which
the waters of Lake Hrie, Lake Ontario,
the 8t. Lawrence river and Lake Cham-
plain would be covnected with the Hud-
son river, constifuting a ship canal
that would greatly facilitate water
transportation between the lakes and
the seaboard, The bill provides that
10 per cent of the capital stock I8 to be
pald In within five years after the pas-
snge of the act and the canal must be
completed within ten years, clse the
charter shall lapse,

Boglneers who have studlied the pro-
posed route say there is no guestion ns
to the practicability of the project, while
those who have carefully considered
the finnnelnl possibllities say theve Is
no doubt as to the success of the cannl
i constructed.  The incorporators of the
company are men of capital and enter-
prise In the east and novthwest and
there ean be no reasonnble doubt of
their earnest intention to carry the
undertaking to complenon, The colos-
sal project appenls to the interest of
the producers of the entire western gec-
tion of the ecountry, who would be
greatly benefited by s consummation.
Such o woterway between the lakes
and the sen us I8 proposed would not
only have wmost lmportant results In
fucilitating the movement of western
products, but what is of egual hnpor-
tance, it would insure transportation
rates that would be of inealeulable ad-
vantage to the producers of the west.
Even If the developinent of this see-
tion of the country had reached the
it the projected caunl would be of
lmmense value, but when it Is con-
sllered that the productive capabilities
of the vast reglon west of the Missisg.
ippl are still very far from being fully
uthlized and that It Is possible its pro-
ductiveness will be nearly or qulte
doubled within the npext guarter of a
century, the importance of the faclli-

tes which a ship canul convecting the

Inkes with the sen would give can enslly
be understond.

There is nnolher considerntion In favor
of this project which 18 by no means an
unimportant one, and that I= that It
woutld render us  independent of the
Canndinn  wilegways, In the past
Coannda hns shown an unfriendly nnd
unnelghborly  spirit in the matter of
allowing the vessels of this country the
tse of her canals and recourse 1o n
rdnlintory policy was  necessary  to
bring her to terms. 1t i possible for n
repetition of this to tuke place at nny
time under existing conditiong, to the
serlous annoyance nnd loss of our ves-
el Interest that muast use the cannls of
Canada. The military Importance of a
ahip eanal from the Inkes to the gen
throngh onr own tervitory s another
point for conslderation. In the event of
nownr between the United States and
Grent Britain the latter would he ahle
to semd inbonts throvgh the Canadian
canals, from which we would be
cluded, and might in this way plhay
havoe with our lake ports aud shipping
before we eould prepiare for a snccess
ful defense,

The building of such a waterway ns
s contemplated by the DBl before the
Noew York legisglnture is an enterprise of
great magnitude, The ralsing of the
money necessiarey to the enmryling out of
the project would be no ensy task, But
there enn be no question as to its hin-
portance.

POWER FRQM NIAGARA.

If the assurance given by the famous
eleetricinn, Nicoln Tesln, that the prob-
lem of carrying electricity long dis-
tunces without materinl logg has been
solvod, results of the greatest value and
importance are to be expected from the
utilization of the power of the witers
of Ningarn, Tesla has not disclosed the
natuee of his device or miethod foarthey
than to say that it invelves the use of
“electricnl waves™ and the disuse of or-
dinary alternating enrrvents, which will
be understood by practieal eleetricinns,
The oconomicnl transmission of power
to o digtanee of twoenty miles has been
nbundantly demonstrated In this coun-
try and in Europe, but the Ningara
Falls Power company, utilizing M
Tesla's inventions, proposes to outdo all
previons achievements in this field by
delivering power currents at fairly com-
petitive prices as far ns New York City
in the east and as far as Cleveland and
other lurge Ohio towns In the west.

Electricity generated at Niagara IPalls
will be used, Tesla affirms, on the Erie
eanal and to propel vessets from Albany
to New York. The officinls of the ¢com-
pany are said to have absolute faith in
the practieability of the device of the
great electriclan and believe it will ae-
complish all that the Inventor elaims for
it. The success of Tesln's other inven-
tions for the distribution of electricity
cortainly gives warrant for this confi-
dence,

If expectations are realized it would
not be easy to overestimate the value of
the results. It has been estimated that
the entire power used in the stale of
New York to run mochinery is about
450,000-horse power and a power eqhinl
to this will bg generated by the turbine
water wheels of the Ningara Falls
Power company when its plant is com-
pleted. The Hydraulic company
and a Canadian’ company  will
utilize the Niagara Falls, it is believed,
to an equal extent. This power, trans-
mitted hundreds of miles in every dirvec-
tion, would affect the Industries and
modes of life of many millions of peo-
ple. It is not easy to concelve, indeed,
the proportions of the revolutionary ef-
fect of the successful operation of the
method of power distribution which
Tesln clnims to have invented. A few
have been suggested. Eleetricity would
largely displace gas, for which New
York City alone pays $20,000,000 a year,
and coal, for which that city pays out
nnnually $30,000,000. Not only would
stenm be displaeed In the cities of New
York state, but the rallronds that now
employ steam locomotives would turn,
it 1s asserted, to the cheaper electric mo-
tor, Thousands of square miles about
Ningara Falls as o center would, In the
new era of chenp transmission of elec
tricity, be lighted, warmed and suppllea
with motive power from that point. A
vast amount of capital and Iabor now
employed in the creation of pawer
would, if the Tesla deviee shall prove
succesgful, have to seek other channels
of employment. In short, the results
wonld be simply revolutionary, and not
alone in the territory nccessible to the
power generated by the waters of Ni-
agara, but over a very much larger re-
glon. Indeed, the effect of the change
would be felt in every portion of the
country. ‘e results of a practical test
on an extensive scile of Tesla's deviee
will be of world-wide Interest.

I8 THERE NOTHING IN 1T

“I should not advise any young man
to enter public life. There Is nothing In
i, These are the words with which
the veteran congressman, the father of
the house, Judge Holman of Indinnn, is
sald to have addressed a group of fel-
low members on the morning of the
day that marked the close of his long
congressional eareer, Julge Holman in-
sisted that his experience, extending
over thiviy-five years, led {o this un-
promising conclusion, at least from the
finunecinl standpoint, Having lved fro-
gally from the thme he eame o the
Thirty-sixth congress, he had yet been
unable to save & peuny out of his saly
ary, and he left congress poorer than
when he entered, Judge Holman's com-
plaint of unrequited public service Is
not vnigue. It is an old, old story, re-
peated every time a faithful publie serv-
ant finds hlmself thrown back upon Lis
own resources. In many cases such ns
this there I8 something of the pathetic
in the narritive, but the new guickly
supplants the old, and there s never
any lack of fresh material,

But is it true that there is nothing in
publie life to attract men of character
and abitity? 1s It sound adviee that
seeks to dissuade young men from de-
votlng themselves to public affalrs?
From the Snancléd standpolot of dollars
and cents, perhaps yves, Honest and in-
corruptible public oMigials capnot expect
to get rich from the salaries atlaching
to thelr offices. Many men lo public life
have become wealthy by outside specy-
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Intlons or Investments, but those who
have done so Yyofestly would probably
have amassod iy same or @ grenter
fortune had they stuck to the fleld of
private enterprise. On the point of the
money In It we are constrained to ac-
eept the testimony of men lke Judge
Holman, who ocan  spoenk from
personal  experience. At the  same
time It wonld e gash to assert that the
proportion of public men whose cnreers
o In Honoeipl fallure s any greater
than that of private individunls who
do not mnke n ;&tlt'l't'r&h‘ of thelr voea-
tions. A

This brings ug abraptty to the ques.
tlon whether the peeuntary reward s to
he regarded as the trine object of pablie
sorvice, Woe have a great many public
offices to which no salaries attach what-
over ad where the honor of the posi-
tion and the responsibility it enrrles are
all that 1= accorded the ncumbent who
performs s daties, In some countries,
Great Breitain, for example, mombers of
the national legislature are thomselves
included in this eategory, and it Is not
noticenble thnt the character of the leg-
islators nre on that account inferior,
The abjoctions to the English system of
unpaid members of Parlinment ave that
it entalls a hardship npon the membors
of moderate means and makes a sent In
Parliament n luxury to be indulged in
only by the wealthy, In practice this
has not been a very serlons drawback,
In this conntry the salaries of members
of congress have been fixed at a figure
to reimburse the necessary expenses of
living at the capital, without making
them large enough to be sought after
as mere money prizes, Of course, there
are diferences between  Congressmen.
Yot If we take ns n type one who has
n faiy mensare of ability, combined with
a reputation for steiet integrity, we find
that e oceuples o soeinl position and
exerts an influence among his constitn-
ents that are in themsetves worth hav-
ing. Finally, the experience gained in
public office is by no means the least
valuable of the advantages Jt offers.

The young man entering publie life
should be tpught to look more at these
immaterinl gains than at the pecnninry
emoluments that are to acerne. While
we heinr frequent eomplalnts of the in-
gratitude of republies, it is seldom that
a public man who has made any repu-
tation really wishes that he had kept
shy of the politieal path. We are In-
clined even to doubt whether Judge
Holman himself “would, I he had his
career to makeover.again, arrive at any
different choi than he did. His ex-
ample shonld peove stronger with young
men  hesitating about entering public
life than his advice,

THE BIH’I'!SH,FUSTAL TELEGRAPH,

Great Britaln. has just been celebra-
ting the twenty-Afth anniversary of the
nequlisition of heryostal telegraph sys-
tem. The m‘t‘n:n has been selzed for
numerous reviews of the progress of
the postal telegraph in that country
during the pmgt_ quarter-century, many
of the facts bronght out being of par-
ticular interest to the American publie,
before which the-question of govern-
ment telegeapbs 18 bound to come to
head sooner or later.

The wvarious telegraph systems of
Great Britain passed formally from the
hands of the private corporations that
had Duilt them Into the government
control on January 28, 1870. For this
property the government pald what was
then and what has always been re-
goarded as o very exorbitant price, £11,-
000,000 or $55,000,000. The lines have
been maintained and extended and the
plant and forces increased steadily from
the day the government took possession.
In 1870 there were in Great Britain
2,032 offices from which messages could
be seut, whereas there are now 9,637
such offices, and there Is hardly a spot
in the kingdom in which one Is without
meians of speedy communication with
any part of the world, even the smallest
villnge postoffice being connected by
wire with the numerous trade centers.
In London alone the number of tele-
graph oflices has risen from 130 in 1870
to over GO0 in 1805, At the same time
the mileage of land lines hns grown
from 14,776 to 32881, and the miles of
wire which cirele the kingdom from
00430 to 206,304, with 136 miles of sub-
marine cable as compared with 20, hav-
ing n mileage of 2,405, agninst 177.

The change in business and prices in
the twenty-five years of the postal tele-
graph I8 no less striking, In the year
1869 the tolal number of telegrams dis-
patched within the territorial limits of
the TUnited Kingdom was 0,830,812,
But In the year just brought to an end
the total had risen to the enormous
figura of nearly 71,500,000, Previous to
1870, under the regime of private tele-
graph companies, the prices charged for
an inland message ranged from 25 cents
to $1.25, the average being 54 cents for
each, Now the average Is 15 cents, As
a natural result of this constant reduc-
tion in chorges the number of messages
trunsmitted has steadily mounted up-
ward, In IH':’Q fn the London offices
harely 800 messagey passed through In
a single day of swbnty-four hours. One
day last year the officinl record showed
that 30,000 messages had been received
and dispatchied during the same pariod,
the general averfigé being 20,000, As
regurds press dispmtehes the govern-

ment  management s not  beliind-
hand in  libepal | treatment. They
can  be  senkv as speelal  mes-

suges between ¢'al'm, and 6 p. m. at a
rate of 25 cents [gr seventy-live words,
and | fween 6.p: m. aud 6 a. m, ot a
rate of 25 m-uls:ffb':l‘ 100 words, with
very great rvdu‘p,‘hi)_ha when duplicated
to two or more ReWSpaApers,

Owing to the ]ﬂﬂli‘."j' of the government
in extending the system, lmproving and
augmenting the serviee and reducing
the charges to the lowest possible point,
the surplus reveoue from the postal
telegraph has not compared with that
derived from the other branch of the
postal service, The revenues have been
absorbed In the expenses of 1mainte-
minee and of new equipment, so that the
lnterest charge on the £11,000,000 of
original Investment has been met al-
most exelusively from other sourees. It
ls, bowever, the contention of the Brit-
Ll postmaster geverul that the letter
and telegraph service must be looked
upon us 4 whoele, and I belng lmpos-
glble to determine the exact cost of

elther separately, the surplas of £2.750.-
000 credited to the postoffice ought to
e amply satlsfactory for both, Al
though the original purchase was a
mther hard bargain for the govern-
ment, no public man wonld now, after
twentydive years of experience with the
postal telegraph In Grent Britain, dare
to propoge a return to the old system of
private corporations. In fact. English
men, enjoring the benefite of the best
service at the minimum price, ean not
understand how other counirles tolernte
a telegraph in the hands of n private
monopoly. Great Britaln feels that the
socinl dividend of the first twenty-five
yoars of the postal telegraph has more
than repald the sums which have been
invested in It

The superior capacity of Fire Chief
Redell ns A fire fighter and  diseiplls
narinn has been fully demonstrated sinee
his advent to the position as head of
the fire department. The nolge, confu-
ston and profanity which wore regarded
a8 pecessary accompaniments of every
fire have been supplanted by noiseless
but effictent work  divected  townrd
checking the spread of conflagrations
by centering the foree upon the most
exposed and vulnerable points withont
needlessly exposing men to imminent
danger and without recklessly destroy-
Ing property where it enn be saved,
With improved apparatus and a dis-
ciplined fire Dbrigade Omaln will soon
boast as efficient a fire department ns

any city of equal population In the
country.
Aunditor Moore i8 reported to have

refused to register the seed grain bonds
presented by Boyd county, the only
county that has sought to take advan-
tage of the provisions of the new law,
on the ground of doubtful constitution-
allty, This menns that the school
fund will be saved from investment In
auestionable securities until the courts
shall have passed upon their validity.
